To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Buckingham  Rural 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1970. 

Although  it  might  sound  monotonous,  it  is  still 
necessary  for  me  to  repeat  that  the  vital  statistics 
remain  at  a healthy  level,  relative  to  the  national 
figures.  While  this  might  be  considered  satisfactory, 
vital  statistics  are  only  a part  of  the  picture,  and  while 
infant  mortality  and  death  rates  are  (relatively)  low, 
we  must  not  forget  that  there  is  a great  deal  of  ill 
health  in  the  community  and  that  the  sufferers  need 
help.  The  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act 
which  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  May  29th,  1970 
will  eventually  go  some  of  the  way  to  help  these  people, 
it  is  largely  society’s  attitude  to  the  handicapped  that 
is  most  important,  especially  in  regard  to  mental  ill- 
health.  Greater  numbers  of  mentally  ill  individuals 
now  have  to  be  looked  after  in  the  community  and  the 
public  must  learn  to  accept,  and  support  where  nec- 
essary, this  form  of  handicap  just  as  society  has  learned 
to  accept  and  support  the  physically  handicapped. 
Unfortunately  it  is,  in  many  cases,  similar  to  some 
attitudes  on  the  colour  problem — no  one  admits  to 
prejudice  unless  and  until  they  have  to  face  up  to  it 
themselves. 
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Communicable  Diseases 

The  Brucellosis  Incentives  Scheme  was  launched  on 
13th  July  and  owners  of  clean  herds  were  invited  to 
come  forward  for  early  accreditations.  The  govern- 
ment was  to  announce  the  first  areas  for  compulsory 
eradication  in  1971.  One  hopes  for  rapid  progress  in 
the  scheme  so  that  the  brucella  organism  is  cleared 
from  the  country  for  good.  Owners  of  clean  or  relative- 
ly clean  herds  should  gain  by  voluntary  accreditation 
under  this  scheme  rather  than  by  awaiting  compulsory 
eradication.  A new  “ Rose  Bengal  ” test  to  be  under- 
taken free  of  charge  will  simplify  blood  test. 

Measles  vaccination,  after  a hold  up  lasting  many 
months  was  resumed  though  it  was  doubtful  whether 
sufficient  vaccine  could  be  administered  in  time  to 
prevent  the  normal  epidemic  due  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Rubella  (german  measles)  vaccine  became  avail- 
able generally  and  a scheme  was  launched  to  offer 
this  to  all  13  year  old  girls.  The  response  was  fairly 
good.  The  aim  is  to  try  and  ensure  that  all  girls  are 
resistant  to  the  disease  before  pregnancy  occurs;  we 
are  not  yet  aiming  to  clear  the  virus  from  the  com- 
munity. It  is  not  a vaccine  to  use  on  adults  where 
there  is  the  remotest  possibility  of  pregnancy  near  the 
time  of  vaccination. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  measuring  gauges  at  Steeple  Claydon  and  Marsh 
Gibbon  have  now  been  in  operation  long  enough  for 
us  to  have  some  idea  of  the  levels  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide.  The  graphs  on  page  22  are  interesting  in  the 
fact  that  such  low  levels  are  generally  maintained.  We 
will  require  to  measure  for  long  periods  to  be  able  to 
assess  properly  the  meaning  of  these  results,  and  com- 
pare them  with  the  figures  obtained  by  other  gauges 
in  the  surrounding  districts. 
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Jn  connection  with  this,  allegations  have  been  made 
that  people  in  the  Calvert  area  are  subject  to  specific 
chest  conditions  affecting  their  health  because  of 
pollution  there.  We  therefore  investigated  the  causes 
and  contributory  factors  of  death  in  several  villages 
in  and  around  Calvert  over  the  past  10  years. 

From  these  figures  there  appears  to  be  nothing 
peculiar  in  the  death  causes  in  this  area  and  the  ex- 
pectation of  life  was  remarkably  high  throughout  the 
period,  much  higher  than  national  figures. 

Basic  public  health  work  still  occupies  the  greatest 
proportion  of  time.  From  the  report  it  can  be  seen 
that  water  supplies  have  been  generally  satisfactory, 
though  some  private  sources  give  cause  for  concern. 
Similarly  the  sewage  works  effluents  have  been  up 
to  standard  with  the  exception  of  a couple  of  minor 
disturbances. 

I must  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the 
continued  interest  they  show  in  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment.

1 . Water  Supply 

The  Bucks  Water  Board,  of  which  your  Council  is 
a constituent  authority,  continued  to  supply  every 
Parish  with  water.

(b)  The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  from  Foscote  Pump- 
ing Station  during  1970  was  770,122,000,  giving  an 
average  of  2T  million  gallons  per  day. 

At  this  station  raw  water  is  normally  pumped  from  the 
River  Ouse  to  the  Foscote  raw  water  storage  reservoir 
from  where  it  gravitates  to  the  treatment  plant. 
Treatment  consists  of  super-chlorination,  coagulation 
with  chlorinated  copperas  and  limestone  powder,  filtra- 
tion firstly  through  rapid  gravity  sand  filters  and  then 
through  activated  carbon  filters  for  taste  removal,  and 
finally  rechlorination  and  ammoniation  before  pumping 
to  supply. 

Some  difficulties  with  treatment  caused  by  algal  growths 
in  the  reservoir  occurred  during  the  Summer  and 
Autumn  months.  This  lead  to  a higher  than  usual  soluble 
iron  content  in  the  final  treated  water  which  in  turn  gave 
trouble  with  after-flocculation  at  the  ends  of  supply 
mains.  The  algal  growths  are  caused  by  the  eutrophica- 
tion of  the  river  water  by  sewage  effluents  and  drainage 
from  agricultural  land.

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2.  Rivers  and  Streams 

As  in  previous  years,  the  maintenance  and  cleaning 
of  ditches  polluted  by  sewage  effluent  was  carried  out 
in  order  to  keep  nuisance  to  a minimum. 

Several  complaints  were  received  concerning  the 
state  of  the  brook  at  Lillingstone  Lovell,  which  was 
grossly  polluted.  A section  of  this  brook  was  particu- 
larly offensive  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer 
and  there  was  little  that  could  be  done  to  alleviate  the 
nuisance.  The  brook,  however,  was  cleaned  out  and 
all  growth  and  debris  removed,  and  with  the  autumn 
rains  the  whole  section  was  flushed  out  and  pollution 
cleared. 

Work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  on  the  laying 
of  a storm-water  sewer  in  the  North  End  area  at 
Steeple  Claydon.

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a breakdown 
occurred  in  one  of  the  pumps  at  Steeple  Claydon.  It 
was  found  that  the  pump  bearings  had  broken  down, 
and  there  was  considerable  wear  on  the  pump  shaft 
and  impeller.  These  parts  were  replaced  and  the  pump 
recommissioned  after  a lapse  of  a period  of  five  weeks. 
During  this  period  with  only  one  pump  in  operation, 
it  was  most  difficult  to  deal  with  the  flow  at  the  pump- 
ing station  especially  during  rainy  periods.  The  situa- 
tion was  kept  under  control  and  frequent  visits  by  the 
plant  attendant  and  resting  of  the  pump  alleviated 
any  further  breakdown  due  to  overloading.  It  was 
very  unfortunate  that  this  trouble  arose  at  a time  when 
works  had  commenced  on  the  extension  and  replace- 
ment of  sewage  disposal  plant  and  pumping  station 
for  Steeple  Claydon.  As  far  as  I am  aware  this  is  the 
first  major  breakdown  that  has  occurred  in  these 
pumps  since  they  were  installed  and  put  into  operation 
in  1938. 

Following  the  rewinding  of  a motor  at  Thornborough 
Pumping  Station  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  a 
new  impeller  fitted  to  the  pump  driven  by  this  motor. 
This  work  was  carried  out  early  in  the  year. 

Works  were  executed  during  the  year  on  the  re- 
construction of  pump  house  and  installation  of  new 
pumping  plant  at  The  Hamlet,  Hillesden. 

General 

Acistock  and  Padbury. — Following  cathodic  protection 
investigations  carried  out  on  the  cast  iron  pumping 
main,  it  was  found  that  the  pipeline  was  electrically 
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continuous  and  the  Council  accepted  a quotation  for 
the  installation  of  an  impressed  current  system  to 
replace  the  existing  sacrificial  anode  system,  which  is 
in  need  of  replacement. 

Tingewick. — Ploiighley  Rural  District  Council  informed 
the  Council  that  Ministry  approval  has  been  given  for 
them  to  proceed  with  the  Scheme  for  the  village  of 
Finmere.  Prior  agreement  had  been  reached  between 
both  Councils  that  sewage  from  Finmere  would  be 
pumped  to  Tingewick  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for 
treatment. 

Work  proceeded  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  sewage  will  be  discharged  into  the  Tingewick 
sewers  early  in  1971. 

Stowe. — The  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to 
proceed  with  the  preparation  of  final  documents  and 
plans  for  this  Scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  tenders  will  be 
submitted  early  in  1971. 

Steeple  Clay  don. — Tenders  were  received  in  respect  of 
the  rebuilding  of  disposal  works,  pumping  station, 
extension  of  sewers,  etc. 

A contractor  was  appointed  and  works  commenced 
in  December.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  works  will  be 
completed  by  mid  1972. 

A Vesting  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  155  lin. 
yds.  of  6"  foul  sewer  together  with  8 manholes  (Section 
17  Public  Health  Act  1936).

Approval  was  granted  in  respect  of  application  made 
under  Section  47,  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the 
conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  in  respect 
of  2 premises. 

5.  Public  Cleansing 

Collection. — The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  house- 
hold refuse  throughout  the  District  continued  during 
the  year  and  a satisfactory  service  was  maintained. 

Dustbins  were  again  collected  from  the  rear  of 
premises  where  the  occupants  were  aged,  infirm  or 
disabled. 

On  request,  special  collections  of  bulky  items  and 
accumulations  of  rubbish  were  collected  free  of  charge. 
Facilities  were  also  given  to  residents  to  use  the  Coun- 
cil’s tip  at  Calvert  for  the  disposal  of  other  surplus 
waste  and  rubbish. 

Both  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Pakamatic  vehicles 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  although  it 
was  necessary  to  have  the  paka-box  mechanism  over- 
hauled in  respect  of  the  older  of  the  two  vehicles. 

The  Karrier  sideloader  continued  to  give  satisfactory 
service,  and  was  used  for  special  collections  and  weekly 
collection  from  an  area  inaccessible  to  the  larger 
vehicles. 

It  was  necessary  to  revise  the  weekly  schedule  of 
collections  due  to  the  increase  in  residential  develop- 
ment in  one  village. 

Disposal. — All  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by 
tipping  in  a disused  claypit  at  Calvert,  rented  by  the 
Council  from  the  London  Brick  Co.  Ltd.  This  tip 
has  been  in  use  for  a number  of  years. 

200  CLi.  yds.  of  good  top  soil  was  purchased  and 
delivered  to  the  tip  for  covering  purposes. 

Other  quantities  of  covering  material  was  obtained 
from  various  sources  free  of  charge. 

The  Bristol  Angledozer  was  used  throughout  the 
year  on  levelling  and  covering  operations  and  con- 
tinued to  give  satisfactory  service  despite  its  age. 
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Fly  infestation  was  kept  to  a minimum  by  regular 
spraying  of  the  tip  face  with  insecticide  and  tip  dress- 
ing. 

There  was  little  trouble  as  far  as  rodent  infestation 
was  concerned,  and  the  rodent  operator  again  carried 
out  his  duties  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Dustbins. — The  Council  authorised  the  purchase  of  a 
further  100  3^  cu.  ft.  dustbins.  50  of  these  were  delivered 
during  the  year.

Abandoned  Vehicles. — Three  vehicles  were  removed 
from  highway  verges  by  the  use  of  the  Council’s  tractor 
and  trailer,  and  disposed  of  in  the  Calvert  tip. 

Trade  Refuse. — Regular  weekly  collections  of  trade 
refuse  were  made  from  two  small  factory  premises  and 
charges  for  this  amounted  to  £108  15s.  Od. 

Salvage. — The  total  income  from  the  sale  of  waste 
paper  and  scrap  iron  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£20  17s.  Od. 

Cesspools  and  Septic  Tank  Cleansing. — The  work  of 
cleansing  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  owned  by  the 
Council  was  carried  out  by  Contract.  Cleansing 
operations  were  carried  out  at  four  monthly  intervals. 
The  Contract  which  expired  in  August  was  renewed 
for  a further  three  year  period. 

6.  Schools 

The  County  Education  Committee  authorised  the 
replacement  of  Twyford  Primary  School  and  works 
were  in  progress  on  this  project  during  the  year.  Minor 
works  to  various  village  schools  were  also  carried  out 
by  that  Authority  during  the  year. 
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7.  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Rural 
District  but  rural  residents  in  the  summertime,  as  well 
as  school  children,  used  the  open  air  one  in  the  Borough 
of  Buckingham.

Milk 

Milk  and  Dairies  {General)  Regulations  1959 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  regarding  the  existence  of  brucella  infection 
in  two  dairy  herds. 

It  was  ascertained  that  the  milk  produced  at  the 
farms  in  both  cases  was  being  sold  to  a pasteuriser 
and  the  farmers  were  advised  to  call  in  their  veterinary 
surgeons  to  carry  out  investigation  and  tests. 

Investigations  were  made  into  two  complaints  re- 
ceived concerning  the  sale  of  milk  in  bottles  alleged 
to  be  dirty.  The  proprietor  of  the  dairy  concerned 
was  issued  with  a strong  warning  that  future  complaints 
could  result  in  legal  action  being  instituted. 

A report  was  received  concerning  the  isolation  of  an 
organism  of  the  salmonella  group  (presumably  salm. 
dublin)  in  a faecal  specimen  from  a 1^  year  old  girl. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  and  various  samples 
and  specimens  were  taken  including  samples  of  the 
milk  used  in  the  girl’s  home  and  also  from  the  milk 
supplier,  and  these  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Salmonella  organisms  were  isolated  in 
the  milk  sample  taken  from  the  producer/retailer,  who 
was  retailing  farm  bottled  milk.  Immediate  steps  were 
taken  to  stop  the  supply,  and  the  producer  gave  an 
undertaking  that  all  milk  produced  at  the  farm  would 
be  diverted  for  pasteurisation. 

A further  10  samples  of  milk  produced  at  the  farm 
were  taken  over  a period  of  several  weeks  and  the 
resultant  bacteriological  examinations  were  all  negative. 
The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food

Investigation  Department  was  called  in  and  the  in- 
fection finally  cleared. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Veterinary  Investi- 
gation Department  in  relation  to  the  presence  of  sal- 
monella infections  in  specimens  submitted  from  animals 
at  13  farms.  In  all  cases  investigations  were  carried  out 
to  ascertain  that  no  milk  was  produced  at  the  farms.

This  test  affords  a simple  means  for  the  grading  of 
the  bacteriological  cleanliness  of  ice  cream. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1970 

These  Regulations  were  laid  before  Parliament  on 
18th  August  and  come  into  operation  on  1st  March, 
1971.  They  consolidate  and  amend  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  1960  and  1962. 


Food  Complaints 

Information  received  by  an  Inspector  of  an  adjoin- 
ing Authority,  was  passed  to  the  Department  concern- 
ing a complaint  received  by  him  of  the  sale  of  pieces 
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of  chicken  alleged  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
which  were  sold  from  a market  stall  in  his  area. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  and  revealed  that  a 
building  situated  at  a farm  in  the  District  was  being 
used  as  a cutting  room  for  jointing  carcase  meat  and 
chickens.  The  building  was  completely  unsuitable  for 
use  as  a food  room,  and  the  occupier  was  informed  of 
various  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula- 
tions, and  advised  to  immediately  cease  using  the 
building  for  the  purpose.  The  matter  was  reported 
to  the  Council  and  as  operations  ceased  at  the  premises, 
no  further  action  was  deemed  necessary. 

Meat  and  Slaughterhouses 

During  the  year  a total  of  1,179  animals  was 
slaughtered  for  meat  in  the  two  licensed  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  distriet.  Once  again  100% 
inspection  of  the  meat  after  slaughter  was  carried  out. 
There  was  a slight  decrease  in  numbers  of  adult  cattle 
killed. 

It  is  with  every  satisfaction  that  I have  to  report 
for  the  tenth  year  in  sueeession  that  no  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  found  in  adult  cattle  slaughtered  during 
the  year. 

There  was  one  case  of  localised  cysticercosis. 

Out  of  a total  of  381  pigs  slaughtered,  three  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  localised  tuberculosis.  The 
percentage  of  carcases  inspected  affected  by  tuberculosis 
was  0*79  compared  with  0-26  the  previous  year.

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During  the  year  one  shop  (general  stores)  closed 
down. 
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Approval  was  granted  for  the  construction  of  a meat 
cutting  room,  and  works  were  completed  and  business 
commenced  at  these  premises.  In  the  main  these 
premises  are  used  for  the  cutting  and  jointing  of  car- 
case meat  for  delivery  and  stocking  householders’ 
dep  freeze  cabinets. 

A total  of  257  visits  and  inspections  were  carried 
out  at  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Mobile  Delivery  Vans 

Four  Mobile  Vans  were  inspected  during  the  year; 
no  contravention  of  regulations  was  found. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  in  the 
majority  of  the  premises  is  reasonably  good.
